Wherever  these  won¬ 
derful  flowers  have  been  shown  they  have  created  a 
sensation  and  have  to  the  date  of  this  publication  taken 
first  prize  wherever  shown  in  competition  with  other

strains.  In  the  1928  Southern  California  Gladiolus 
Show  they  were  awarded  first  prize  over  all  leading 
strains  grown  in  California  for  their  superior  flowers, 
colors,  spacement,  fragrance  and  great  number  of  later¬ 
als  per  spike.  Flowers  range  in  size  from  1  inch  to 
3  %  inches  in  diameter.  Varieties  are  grown  in  separate 
beds  giving  greater  trueness  from  seed  to  parent  plants. 
Our  seed  will  carry  85%  to  95%  trueness  to  parent 
plants  or  named  variety.  We  are  the  only  growers 
that  lists  Delphinium  seed  in  separate  colors  rather 
than  only  named  vareities.  Each  year  we  grow  thou¬ 
sands  of  plants  from  seed  of  varieties  from  all  parts 
of  the  world,  selecting  only  plants  showing  real  merit 
to  be  crossed  into  this  wonderful  strain  by  hand  pollen¬ 
izing  to  be  able  to  give  to  our  customers  the  very- 
latest  and  finest  in  the  Shaw  Strain  Hybrid  Delphin¬ 
iums.  We  offer  each  year  a  few  new  varieties,  all  im¬ 
provements  over  older  varieties  in  either  size  or  color 
of  flowers,  also  improvement  in  plants.  The  plants 
present  an  exquisite  combination  of  Blue,  Lavender, 
Purple,  Pink,  Yellow,  Mauve  and  White  colors;  grow¬ 
ing  5  feet  high  and  carrying  clustered  spikes  of  up  to 
100  flowers  with  from  6  to  8  laterals  having  up  to  60 
flowers  each,  making  this  strain  excellent  for  cut  flow¬ 
ers.  The  habit  of  the  plant  is  perhaps  a  little  shorter 
than  most  Hybrids  but  more  robust  in  appearance  and 
is  mildew  resistant.  We  have  been  very  careful  when 
selecting  seed  for  growing,  selecting  only  from  fragrant 
blooms,  and  today  our  strain  produces  blooms  with  a 
rare  sweet  scent.  This  strain  will  fast  take  the  place 


of  Belladonna  and  Bellomosum  and  other  strains  of 
Hybrids  for  cut  flowers  because  of  larger  flowers,  long¬ 
er  lasting  qualities,  flowers  richer  in  color  and  greater 
amount  of  flowers  per  stem  and  is  superior  to  any  Hy¬ 
brids  on  the  market  today.  And  the  Commercial  grower 
as  well  as  the  home  garden  lover  will  take  delight  in 
growing  this  new  strain.

Delphinium  Planting  Instructions 

We  are  herewith  printing  instructions  for  the  plant¬ 
ing  of  Delphinium  seed  and  the  handling  of  small 
plants. 

Sow  seed  from  February  to  October,  according  to 
climatic  conditions.  Leaf  mold  and  sand  is  best  if 
available.  Level  the  soil  in  flats,  making  rows  three 
inches  apart,  one-eighth  inch  deep.  Plant  seed  quarter- 
inch  apart,  barely  covering  seeds.  Assure  yourself  of 
good  drainage  in  the  bottom  of  flats.  It  is  a  good 
idea  to  place  half-inch  of  coarse  gravel  in  the  bottom 
of  the  flat  before  filling  with  soil.  After  seeds  have 
been  planted,  spray  the  top  of  your  soil  with  a  weak 
solution  of  Uspulin  or  Semesan.  This  will  have  a 
tendency  to  check  damp-off.  Then  w7ater  well  with  fine 
spray  so  as  not  to  wash  soil  and  do  not  at  any  time 
allow  soil  to  become  dry.  75%  of  failure  in  germina¬ 
tion  of  seed  is  due  to  drying  out  of  soil.  Flat  the  small 
plants  as  soon  as  the  second  or  third  leaf  appears, 
placing  about  two  inches  apart,  adding  more  loam  to 
the  soil  and  a  little  bone  meal.  Shade  plants  for  about 
a  week.  After  fifth  or  sixth  leaf  has  appeared  we  shift 
plants  in  from  2%  to  3-inch  pots.  They  are  now  ready 
to  sell  or  to  place  in  the  field.  Plants  may  be  kept  in 
these  pots  from  three  to  six  months  for  selling  pur¬ 
poses.  They  will  form  an  excellent  rooting  system  so 
that  when  they  are  set  out  they  will  bloom  in  three 
months.  This  is  the  best  way  to  handle  Delphinium 
rather  than  selling  the  blooming  clump  from  the  field, 
thereby  cutting  the  roots  in  balling  the  plants,  which 
cause  the  loss  of  a  large  percentage  of  plants. 

Delphinium  plants  can  be  transplanted  very  easily 
during  their  dormant  season  and  after  they  are  three 
years  old  the  clumps  may  be  divided. 

Planting  them  at  same  level  they  were  before.  Del¬ 
phiniums  are  fast  growing  plants  and  need  plenty  of 
moisture  and  sunshine.  Never  use  fresh  manures  in 
fertilizing.  Bone  meal  is  the  best  fertilizer,  providing 
that  the  ground  has  plenty  of  humus;  if  not,  add  well 
rotted  cow  fertilizer,  with  a  small  amount  of  lime.  If 
available  use  a  small  portion  of  Toro  Brand  Sulphur

which  will  have  a  tendency  to  check  blight  and  destroy 
fungus  growth  which  is  present  in  so  much  of  the  soil. 
We  do  not  cultivate  out  field  plants,  but  mulch  with 
humus  to  hold  moisture.  If  these  instructions  are  fol¬ 
lowed  you  will  have  no  difficulty  in  raising  beautiful 
Delphiniums.
